<ireby makes the following rules further to amend the Central Health Service Rules,

These rules may be called the Central Health Service (Amendnwnt) Rules, 2005. 




(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. in the Central Health Service Rules, 1996(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in sub- 
rule (5) of rule 7, in clause (ii), for sub-clause (b), the following shall be substituted. 

namely:- 

“(b) The direct recruitment to posts belpngidg to Super Specialities specified in Schedule- 
VI for which minimum essential qualification is Doctorate of Medicine (D.M.) or 
Magister Chirurguie(M.Ch.) or equivalent shall be made in the scale of. 

(i) Rs. 10000^15200, in the Teaching Specialists sub-cadre, and 

(ii) Rs. lOOOO -15200 and Rs. 12000-16500, in the Non-Teaching Specialists Sub- 
cadre.” 

(ii) In Schedule-Ill, under heading “11. Teaching Specialist sub-cadre Posts”, under sub- 
heading “(2) Specialist Grade-II”, for item (i) and the entries relating thereto, the following shall 
be substituted namely:-
